CHRISTIANIA, Dec. 20.—Plans for the 
movement of the Henry Ford peace ex- 
pedition’ became definitely known today 
following a meeting held under the aus- 
pices of the students and professors of 
the ‘University of Christiania.

First, to suggest possiblé means of 
peace; second, to receive overtures for 
peace directly from the belligerents. Mr.

Augmented by the Norwegian delega- 
tion, the peace party will depart 
Wednesday for Stockholm.

Loser.” 


HE GETS BULLET WOUND 


Two Women See Baseball Score- 
board Keeper Slain in Re- 
volver Fight. 


Charies Mullen of 3631 Hebert st~eet, 
scor*board keeper at the American and 
National League baseball parks, 
shot and mortally wounded by Earl 
Dowling of S707A St. Louis ~venue, at 
11:15 o'clock last night at Grand avenue 
and Natural Bridge road, while Dowl- 
ing’s wife and another woman looked 
on from across the -. reet. 


Mullen died at the city hospital an 
hour after the shooting. After Dowling 
had shot bim in the abdomen he fell to 
the sidewalk, but fired four or five shots 
at Dowling, wounding him in the ler. 

Mrs. Dowling and Mrs. Bernice Cut- 
ter, who lives at the Dowling home, 
were arrested after the shooting and 
questioned by policemen at the Dayton 
Street Station. They denied that their 
presence at the corner had anything io 
do with the shooting, but said they had 
gone there to look for Dowling and walk 
home with him. 

Played Cards at Club. 

Dowling, Mullen and others had spent 
the afternoon and evening playing cards 
at the Stark Club, 3608A Natural Bridge 
avenue. Clarence Morley of 2954 Ken- 
nerly avenue and Royce B. Bray, who 
were present when the shooting oc- 
curred, were arrested. 

Morley told the police that Dowling, 
Bray and Herman Schaff of 3706 Palm 
street had been playing auction penu- 
chie all evening. When a player was 
“set back” he paid a nickel to each of 
the other players. Morley said he 
played a few hands and that Mullen 
was a looker-on. 

Morley sald Dowling was in a bad 
humor all evening, though he did not 
lose heavily. Dowling, he said, left the 
clubroom about 10:30 and a few minutes 
later some heavy missile struck a win- 
dow of the club. Mullen, he said, looked 
out the window and told the others in 
the room that Dowling had thrown a 
stone. He said he saw Dowling stand- 
ing. across the street and Mullen called 
to Dowling: “Don't be such a hard 
loser.” 

Repeated “Hard Loser” Remark. 

About half an hour later, Morley said, 
he and Mullen left the clubroom and 
found Dowling still standing across the 
street. Mullen repeated his remark 
about Dowling being a bad loser and ac- 
cording to Morley he added: “You've got 
a gun, and #0 have I.” 

On heering this, Morley said, Dow!l- 
ing drew his revolver and fired at Mul- 
len, who sank to his knees. but re- 
turned the fire as Dowling ran north 
on Grand avenue, 

Bray and William Walkenhorst of %6i 
Hebert strect, who had been at the 
clubroom, appeared at the corner abcut 
this time .ud Bray picked up Mullen 
and called for the police, 

Both Revolvers Disappear. 

After the shooting both revolvers had 
disappeared. Bray and -.alkenhorst 
denied ‘1.ey knew what had become 
of the weapons. 

Morley and Sch: “‘f told the police the 
game played at the club was penuchle, 
but Bray said it was pitch. All denied 
that the quarrel started in the clubroom 
or that the presence of Mrs. Dowling 
and Mrs, Cutter at the corncr had 
anything to do with it.

INJUNCTION COSTS 
SHOE MACHINERY 


Lawyer Asks for Dissolution of 
Order in Anti-Trust 
Action. 


Charlies F. Choate Jr., counsel for the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., argued to- 
day before Judges Sanborn, Trieber and 
Cariland in the United States District 
Court ‘the motion of the company for 
the suspension of the temporary in- 
junction granted Nov. 12 in the case of 


| the United States against the company, 


alleging violation of the Clayton act. 

The company, he said, was losing 
thousands of dollars through violations 
by lessees, under the protection of the 
injunction. 

The company is a $35,000,000 corpora- 
tion, he pointed out. It has 9,000 ma- 
chines leased to 1100 manufacturers. The 
company exacts a royalty for the use 
of the principal machines, but furnishes 
many auxiliary machines without charge 
on condition that the manufacturers 
would buy from the company the ma- 
terials needed for operating them. | 

The company had every reason to be- 
lieve, he said, that since the company 
had been enjoined from removing the 
machines, lessees had been using the 
auxiliary machines in place of the prin- 
cipal machines, infringing upon the pat- 
ents of the company, violating their 
leases and defrauding the company out 
of large sums. 

The company, Choate said, would 
have no wey of recovering on its 
leases even if the case was decided 

adversely to the Government. 

He said there was a heavy demand 
for shoe machinery now, on account 
of war contracts, and manufacturers 
were clamoring for machines, but 
the company was not justified in put- 
ting any out on leases because while 
the injunction was in force it had no 

eeteouem against the violation of 
oC C. Smythe, Special Assistant At- 
torney-General, in his argument for the 
Government said the granting of the 
temporary injunction was entirely with- 
in the jurisdiction of the District Court 
and that he asked that the injunction 
be made permanent so that it would 
stand until the Government’s pending 
case against the United Machinery Co.

Charles E. Swingley, Director of Pub- 
lic Safety, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that he wou'd make an immediate 
investigation of an order sent out by 
Fire Chief Henderson to the assistant 
chiefs, directing them specifically to use 
department automobiles, or city ambu- 
lances, in sending injured firemen to the 
city dispensary or the city hospital.

He gave particular direction, 
at that time, that Cuendet’s badge, 
which proclaimed him to be an honorary 
assistant to the Chief, and which was 
presented to him by firemen, be not hon- 
ored. 

In ‘explaining this order, Henderson 
said that Cuendet had “butted in’ ac 
a moment when a downtown fire looked 
rather bad, and had proposed to go for 
“the Chief,”” meaning former Chief 
Swingley. 
was Chief and would deal with the fire. 

At the recent fire on Olive street, 
Cuendet was outside the fire lines with 
his car, when a fireman was injured, at 
a time when a city ambulance, which 
had been there earlier, had started back 
to the dispensary. An assistant Chief's 
car, which seats only two persons, was 
the sole department vehicle available, 
and a policeman asked Cuendet to take 
the firemen to the dispensary in his car. 
Cuendet did so, and on his return made 
« second trip, another fireman having 
been hurt. 

Order Use of Cars. 

Several days later Chief Henderson 
sent to the Assistant Chiefs this order: 

In future, in case of an accident to 
any member of the department while 
in the discharge of his duty at a 
fire, and it is.found necessary to 
take him to the dispensary or city 
hospital, you will use any Assistant 

Chief's car, or my car, or the city 

ambulance. 

Director Swingley is the Fire Chief's 
official superior, and it was he who ap- 
pointed Henderson, promoting him from 
the position of his secretary, at $125 a 
month, to Chief at $4000 a year.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—‘The ten com- 
mandments of true Americanism” were 
enunciated by the Rev: Dr. Joseph Sil- 
verman at the Temple Emanuel, Fifth 
avenue, yesterday: 

1. I, the United States of America, 
am thy nation, which by the help of 
God brought thee out of the land of 
bondage, out of the house of bondage.

&. Thou shalt not make light of 
name of the United States, thy country 
for it will not hold him guiltless who 
maketh light of its name. 

4 During the six days of every week 
in which thou laborest, thou shalt honor 
this country in all thy works, they son, 
thy daughter, thy man servant, thy 
maid servant and even the stranger why 
has entered the gates of thy country. 
And on the seventh day on which thou 
takest thy rest and which thou keepest 
holy, thou shalt also pray for the wel- 
fare of thy country. 

5. Thou shalt honor the Constitution 
and the flag of thy country: in order 
that you mayest live long and in peace 
in this land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. 

6. Thou shalt not kill the people of 
another country vy offensive warfare, 
nor permit the people thine own coun- 
try to be killed by the tricks of war. 

7. Thou shalt not enter into entangling 
alliances with any nation, but seek the 
peace of all nations. 

8. Thou shalt not steal the territory, 
the commerce or the glory of another 
nation. 

9%. Thou shalt not be false to thy 
treaties with other nations. 

10. Thou shalt not covet another na- 
tion’s territory, nor its army, nor its 
navy, nor ite ideals, nor its commerce 
nor anything that belongs to another 
nation. 

“Preparedness does not mean militar- 
ism in our country,” said Dr. Silver- 
man in the course of his sermon. ‘‘A 
naturalization paper does not make the 
citizen. There are hundreds of thou- 
sands in our country who are worship- 
Ping two national gods. No man can 
serve two masters. A man is either an 
American or not an American. A true 
American is 100 per cent American. It is 
trearon to be a hyphenated American. 
The Constitution does not provide for 
an adjective or a modification.”

BUT THAT 13 ALL 


“Rigoletto” Given Here With 
Poor Scenery and Costumes 
‘and No Stars. |

HOSE who are content to hear 
grand opera for the opera's sake, 
without exacting that the singers 

be famous stars, and who are not. over 
nice about such accessories as scenery, 
costumes, big cherusges and first-class 
orchestral accompaniment, will find 
much that is pleasurable in this week's 
engagement of the National Grand 
Opera Co. of Rome, at the Olympic 
Theater. This estimate is based peed 
the opening perfermance, last night, | 
when “Rigoletto,” which should be a 
fair test of the troupe's capabilities, 
was the offering. 

But those who insist upon American 
‘standards of grand opera, which are on 
the whole much more sumptuous than 
those of Europe, will have no trouble 
in picking flagrant faults. Last night's 
chorus, which numbered all of 14, was 
as unprepossessing to the ear as to the 
eye: and this is a severe indictment of 
their singing, for it would be a feat to 
assemble another group equalling them 
in ungainliness. Their costumes were of 
a piece with the shabby scenery. 

A Makeshift Orchestra. 


The makeshift orchestra mustered 15 


pieces, and about one-third of them 
knew aH about Rome from having 
played Berlioz’s “Roman Carnival’ 
overture in the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra. During the entire first act the. 
orchestra-got so far out of hand with | 
Director Leotti as to drown out prin- 
cipals and chorus glike. ‘ 

Nevertheless, the "performance Was 
one that held the interest. It would, of 
course, require worse handicaps than 
these to destroy the fascination of Ver- 
di's robustly tuneful niusic and of Vic- 
tor Hugo’s powerful pilot, But the work 
of the principals was always compe- 
tent; it was good singing, if by no 
means distinguished singing, and it had 
that lyric quality peculiar to Italian ‘bel 
canto. 

Among the singers Who appeared in 
the cast of “Rigoletto,”" Michele Ros- 
sini, baritone, easily took first place. He 
has a big and stalwart voice, which 
sometimes leads him into the tempta- 
tion of bellowing; and he was the only 
one who made any serious effort to po:- 
tray his part histrionically as well as 
vocally, although his acting at times 
became the ranting of a barnstormer. 
His energy, and gifts of comedy as well 
as tragedy, made the title role the life 
of the opera, 

Quartet Well Done. 

aie Machat, as Gilda, revealed a 
voice pure, light and high, though apr 
to strain on the topmost notes, and at 
least she was young and good-lookirg 

ough to make the part plausible, The, 
role of the Duke was taken by Franco 
de Gregorio, who has an excellent tenor 
voice of lyric timbre, but who never 
for a moment could be considered as 
acting the villaincus nobleman of Hu- 
go's “Le Rol s'Amuse.”

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CRAPE two squares of chocolate 
into pleces with a knife, pour 
over it one-fourth of a cup of milk, 
set over the fire, and stir until the 
chocolate is all melted, then add an- 
other fourth of a cup of milk and stir 
again. When this is as smooth as 
possible add to it two cups of granu- 
lated sugar, one small square of but- 
ter, one-fourth cup of corn syrup.

Nuts 
chopped or fruit may be stirred into 
the fudge when it is nearly ready 
to sugar. Pieces of the fudge may 
be kneaded and worked into balis 
or other shapes and sliced, These will 
be much smoother and creamier than 
that not worked.
